says he told her he had “crossed the line” 
four days after a man was bludgeoned to 
death in a garage. 

Mark Twitchell, 31, is accused of 
killing Johnny Altinger, 38, on Oct. 10, 
2008, chopping up the body, burning it 
and disposing of the remains in a sewer. 

Renee Waring told Twitchell’s first- 
degree murder trial yesterday that he 
sent her a message on Oct. 14. 

“This weekend I made the rounds to 
two Thanksgiving events and I also had 
something else keeping me busy,” he 
wrote. “But I’m really concerned about 
telling anyone because of the 
implications. 

“Suffice it to say that I crossed the line 
on Friday and I liked it.” 

Waring also testified that the two had 
been exchanging messages and emails 
that included “dark thoughts” and “dark 
fantasies.” 

She said Twitchell was using the name 
of TV serial killer Dexter Morgan when 
the two met on Facebook. 

Twitchell admitted in court through 


his lawyer that he shared tips with War¬ 
ing about how to kill someone and cut 
up a body. 

Waring testified that she told 
Twitchell she wanted to kill her former 
husband’s new wife, chop her into pieces 
and draw little circles with her blood. 

Twitchell replied with gruesome 
advice on how to kill and dispose of a 
corpse without leaving a lot of blood.

plastic sheeting," Twitchell wrote. 

► He went on to advise Waring, who was 
also a fan of the Dexter TV show, to get a 
stun gun to immobilize her victim, get plen¬ 
ty of hefty garbage bags for the body parts, 
remove the teeth to make it difficult to 
identify the corpse and then burn the 
remains, she said.

A recently embattled Alber¬ 
ta roadside zoo could soon 
catch a break as the date for 
their permit renewal nears. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s Sustainable Re¬ 
source Development (SRD) 
must decide by April 1 if 
they will renew permits for 
zoos across Alberta. 

SRD spokesperson Dave 
Ealey said a decision has 
not yet been made regard¬ 
ing Guzoo — an animal at¬ 
traction in Three Hills — 
but said granting a permit 


renewal is the only way to 
continue overseeing the fa¬ 
cility. 

“The point is, we retain 
authority over the facility 
through the permitting 
process,” said Ealey. “We 
have the legal authority to 
place conditions that 
should be addressed under 
that authority and that’s an 
important part of us being 
the regulator here.” 

Activist and co-founder 
of Concerned Albertans for 
Animal Welfare and Public 


Safety Lauren Johnston said 
she doesn’t buy SRD’s rea¬ 
soning for the potential 
permit renewal. 

“The permit has been re¬ 
newed for decades,” she 
said. “It would be an out¬ 
rage to our over 30,000 peti¬ 
tion signers and our 10,000 
plus (Facebook) group fol¬ 
lowers. We would be heart¬ 
broken.”

Spring has been a long 
time coming, and the city 
says it’s more than pre¬ 
pared. 

Nearly all of the 60,000 
catch basins in Edmonton 
have been cleared to al¬ 
low for the free flow of 
water during the spring 
thaw. 

And while the city is 
nearly done its part, it is 
asking residents to do 
theirs. 

“Clear sidewalks means 
a clear path to the catch 
basin,” said Leo Girard, 
the city’s director of 
drainage operations. 

Because of the massive 
amount of snow that fell 
on Edmonton this winter 
— 60 centimetres in Janu¬ 
ary alone — the city be¬ 
gan clearing catch basins 
about a month ago.

If residents see any exces¬ 
sive pooling of water on 
the street, or water flow¬ 
ing over curbs and onto 
private property, they 
should call 3ii- 


And although flooding 
is unlikely, the city has 
some tips for homeown¬ 
ers to prevent the spring 
thaw from coming inside. 

Eavestroughs and 
downspouts should be 
clear, and extensions to 
downspouts should be 
more than six feet away 
from the basement, said 
Derek Melmoth, director 
of drainage development 
services. 

He added it’s also key 
to ensure the lot is prop¬ 
erly graded to make water 
flow away from the foun¬ 
dation.

Minister pitches IDs 
for Alberta students

Providing universal identifi¬ 
cation at Alberta post-sec- 
ondaiy institutions could 
create big benefits for stu¬ 
dents, says the province’s 
advanced education minis¬ 
ter.

Edmontonians looking to 
ease into the driver’s seat 
after a stroke or injuiy will 
no longer have to practise 
their skills on countiy 
roads, thanks to a new 
driving simulator. 

The technology wasn’t 
available at the Glenrose 
Rehabilitation Hospital 
when Jannelle Meredith 
had a stroke while training 
for an Ironman Triathlon 
in 2009, but she said that 
using the simulator since 
then has helped renew her 
driving confidence for the 
real road. 

“It gives you a real feel¬ 
ing for what actual driving 


is like,” said Meredith, 37, 
adding that getting her 
confidence back and being 
mindful of blindspots were 
key perks of using the Vi- 
rage VS500M. 

She has had her licence 
back for about six months 
and has resumed her 
triathlon training. 

It may look like a game, 
but the unique tool helps 
users gain serious recoveiy 
ground by driving in a safe 
setting, said Jonathan Hal- 
ton, an occupational thera¬ 
pist at Glenrose. 

“Now we have a step¬ 
ping stone,” said Halton. 
“We’re looking at an actu¬ 
al car interior, so the car 
handling works exactly as 
it would.... The car sounds, 
moves and looks real, so

The Defence Depart¬ 
ment has said it will pay 
between $70 million and 
$75 million US for each air¬ 
craft, a figure the parlia¬ 
mentary budget officer has 
disputed. 

The U.S. Government 
Accountability Office this 
month pegged the cost be¬ 


tween $110 million and 
$115 million per plane. 

Harper says there are 
cost increases in the U.S.

Canada’s CF-18 fighter 
jets, which the F-35 is 
meant to replace, will soon 
reach the end of their serv¬ 
ice life, he warned.

The Liberals are promising 
measures to boost pen¬ 
sions and help Ganadians 
save for retirement. 

Michael Ignatieff an¬ 
nounced the plan yester¬ 
day in Vancouver, where 
he sought to contrast what 


he called Stephen Harper’s 
fear-mongering with his 
own message of “hope.” 

“Mr. Harper is running 
this campaign on fear,” Ig¬ 
natieff said. 

He added: “One of the 
things Ganadians are

O Libya’s troops adopt new evasion tactics, officials say 


Moaminar Gadhafi’s 
ground forces recaptured a 
strategic oil town yesterday 
and moved within striking 
distance of another major 
eastern city, nearly revers¬ 
ing the gains rebels made 
since international 

airstrikes began. 

Rebels pleaded for more 
help, while a U.S, official 
said government forces are 
making themselves harder 
to target by using civilian 
“battle wagons” with 
makeshift armaments in¬ 
stead of tanks. 

Western powers kept up 
the pressure to force Gad- 
hafi out with new airstrikes 
in other parts of Libya,

Canadian Blood Services 
says it will begin 
excluding potential blood 
donors if they spent a total 
of six months or more in 
Saudi Arabia between 
1980 and 1996. 

It decided on the new 
policy after a probable 
case of variant Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob disease — the 
human form of mad cow 
disease — turned up in a 
Canadian resident who 
lived in Saudi Arabia 
between 1980 and 1996. 

A question about time 
spent in Saudi Arabia will 
be added to the blood 
donor questionnaire. 

Officials say it’s 
believed the probable case 
of vCJD was most likely ac¬ 
quired from imported 
British beef during that 
time period.

Gardening is a forgiving 
hobby. You can always right 
any wrongs next growing 
season. 

The best way to prevent 
problems, though, is with 
good planning. 

“Designing from the top 
of your head may work, but 
things most likely will 
work better if you write it 
down and do a simple 
drawing,” said Jack McKin¬ 
non, a garden coach from 
San Francisco. “Think be¬ 
fore you plant.” 

Most gardening failures 
result from simple things, 
he said, “like people who 
don’t fertilize, or if they do, 
put on too much. The same 
goes for people who don’t 


understand watering, or 
add too much. Many tend 
to do their pruning with 
power tools and then over¬ 
do it.” 

Here are 10 common gar¬ 
dening mistakes and ways 
to avoid them: 

1. Neglecting soil preparation 

Test the plant beds before 
you begin, and again eveiy 
few years to see if soil con¬ 
ditioners are needed. 

2. Overplanting 
Design with the size of ma¬ 
ture plants in mind. Tiy 
succession planting, in 
which early, cool-weather 
crops are harvested before 
later, less hardy plants 
reach matiuity. 


3. Flawed feeding. 

“Mulch plants and they’ll 
be so much happier,” said 
Tia Pinney, adult program 
co-ordinator at the Drumlin 
Farm Wildlife Sanctuaiy, in 
Lincoln, Mass. “Supplement 
yom soil, don’t just fertilize 
it.” 

4. Improper watering. 

Too much water can be just 
as damaging as too little. 
Do a finger-in-the-ground 
test to ensure that the soil 
around the roots is moist. 

5. Wrong location 
Growing conditions change 
as trees and shrubs mature, 
creating different shadow 
patterns. Most plants need 
six to eight hours of sun per 
day to develop. 


6. Improper pest control. 

Don’t kill the good bugs, 
like pollinators, in an effort 
to eliminate the bad. 

7. Faulty maintenance. 
Don’t set your cultivator (or 
hoe) too deep, damaging 
plant roots. Pull some 
weeds by hand. 

8. Over-pruning 
As a rule, don’t remove 
more than 30 per cent of 
the foliage from shrubs in 
one cutting. And don’t 
“top” trees to control their 
height. 

“That reduces their life 
span rather than improves 
their health,” Ryan said. 

9. Botched planting 

Ghoose the right plant 
depth. 


“I know of one property 
where they put a tree with 
its root ball on the surface 
of the ground, and then 
mulched around it up to 
the level of the trunk,” 
Ryan said. “People don’t 
know how to plant.” 

10. Failing to start over 


“Oftentimes, people let 
diseased things grow that 
should be pulled out, and 
it affects the health of the 
entire crop,” McKinnon 
said. 

Start with a small plot so 
you can correct.

the best choice for areas 
susceptible to moisture, 
such as basements.

Sidney Crosby is hitting the 
road with his Pittsburgh 
teammates again, but is not 
ready for prime time yet. 

Despite recent specula¬ 
tion that his return could be 
days away, perhaps in time 
for the first round of the 
playoffs, Crosby climbing 
over the boards again dur¬ 
ing game action might not 
occur imtil next season. 

Crosby will rejoin his 
teammates for game-day 
skates starting today, but it 
appears increasingly less 
likely the former NHL MVP 
will heal from a concussion 
in time to play again this 
season, no matter how far 
the Penguins advance in the 
post-season. 

“The last thing we’ll do 
with Sidney Crosby or any 
player is push him if he’s 
not ready,” general manager 
Ray Shero said. 

Crosby, sidelined since 
early January after sustain¬ 
ing two hard hits in as 
many games, isn’t cleared 
yet to practise or for any¬ 
thing resembling contact 
— only to skate with his 
teammates on game days. 
Some days he will just 
work out off the ice, as he 
has been doing since he re¬ 
sumed skating nearly 
three weeks ago. 

Shero speculated that 
with the playoffs only two 
weeks away, there might 
not be enough time for 
Crosby to return for the 
post-season.
